He 
stated  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  Ruby,  but  not  any  a ore  so  than 
many  businessman  in  or  dost  Main  and  Akard  Streets. 

This  Investigator  Interviewed  Officer  W.  E.  Barnett  and  he  also  ex- 
pressed surprise  at  being  on  the  visiting  list.  He  also  was  ac- 
quainted with  Suby,  but  no  aero  so  than  any  other  businessaan  in  or 
near  Coaasree  and  Akard  Streets. 

Officer  Hanson  and  Barnett  were  off  duty  when  Oswald  was  shot. 

Neither  Officer  cans  in  or  near  the  City  Hall  on  that  day.
